beautiful iitw St. Boniface (".criiiiin Cath- 
olic church on Kast Green stret-t. The 
irapreaaive services, which luted nearly 
all day, attracted hundieda from all parU 
of the dty, and the throng that witn<iacd 
them was perhaps the largeat ever seen 
liere u)ion a similar occasion. 

The imposing ceremonies coninicnced 
jiroiiiptly at 10 o'clock, and the pro- 
gratiiuie as published last week was car- 
rie<l out in every detail. Bishops Mc- 
Cloakey and RicMcr aad-A long line 
of detgyincn, arrayed in their vcstmenta, 
firat formed in prooeaaioii in front of the 
edifice. They then marched anwad the 
church, the liishop of Ix)uisville apriok- 
lin(4 holy watir ami all reciting prayers as 
the procession proceetled. After the 
blessing of the walls the celebrants en- 
tered the church, where the same cere- 
monies were again gone tbrongh with. 

While theae aenrioaa were being per- 
formed the crowd on the ontaide had 
been constantly increasinK, and when the 
doors «rr<- thrown open every seat anil 
f<X)t of available s|jace was initneiliately 
taken, not less than .3,(K)0 persons being 
present. The interior presented an in- 
spiring sight, the altars and church being

The third annual conference of the 
Eucharistic League of the Diocese of 
T/ouisville openeil with solemn high maaa 
Thursday morning at St. Martin's church, 
about forty prieiu being pwa an t.

Solemn rontifK-al mn.ss followed, 
lUshop Richter being the celebrant, 
assisted by Monsignor Bouchet, Father 
Leo, Father Ohle, Father Berreaheim and 
Father Jenim, with Father Schnbmsnn 
aa master of ceremonies and Monsignor 
Zabler and Father Weaterman aa deaioons 
of honor. The visiting clergy sat within 
the sanctuary during the mass, which was 
acconijianiefi by an elaborate musical 
programme, the choir of aeventy-two 
voices rendeiing Crouuod's "8L Cedli.^," 
Miss Herman, of Cincinnati, ainging the 
prlndpal aoloa. The dedicatory sermon 
waa delivered in German by Rev. Father 
Weiberainki, who at one time was rector 
of St. Boniface, and included an interest- 
ing history of the church since its founda- 
tion sixty-two years ago. When the mass 
was concluded the liishops iind clergy 
were entertainol at dinner by the Fran- 
riscsn fatbera in the monaatery adjoining 
tbednueh. 

Again at the vespers service the church 
was crowded to overilowing. The Roman 
Knights of this city. New .Mbany and 
Jt ffersonville, eight companies in all uud 
presenting a splendid military appear- 
ance, with other German Catholic so- 
cieties and a band of music, paraded the 
streets and then attended the aervioes, at 
the condnaion of which tbe "Te Denm" 
was sung. 

The elaborate exercises were brought 
to a close at night with a grand thanks- 
giving service and eloquent sermon by 
Rev. Father Raphael, who took for his 
text, "Let Us Give Thanka to God, " fol- 
lowed by beaedietion of the Messed sscra- 
meat. 

Rev. Father Panl Alf, the rector, re- 
ceived hundreds of congratulattona upon 
the completion of his great undertaking 
and the excellent manner in which the 
diflficult programme bad l:>een carried out, 
nothing having been omitted that would 
add to the solemnity or splendor of the 
auspicious occatdon. 

The flhnrcb spire riaea to a great 
beigMh and its lugt gold croaa ia visible 
in nMWt parts of the city. The imi>03ing 
structure was erecte<l under tbe direction 
of Architects I), X. Murphv & Hro., who 
are gratified that tbe edifice is pronounced 
the finest Catholic church in Kentucky. 

The gifta from the mcmbcra of the 
congregation that add greatly to the 
beauty of the interior are nnmerona, bnt 
many others will soon be added. Before 
long Father Alf expecta to have the debts 
paid off and then the church will be dedi 
cated with still more imposing cere- 
monies. The congregation includes many 
wealthy and influential German citlsens, 
who will ably assist the zealous pastor in 
hia moat noble and holy work, which is 
looked upon with pride by the people of 
Loniaville.

The lively scenes which tooh place at 
the corporation meeting yesterday, when 
tbe Lord Mayor mlcd out of order 
Clancy's motion to confer the freedom 
of the city on President Kruger, revives 
public interest in the roll of honorary 
burgesses of Dublin and the personnel 
of those wboae namea are inscribed on it, 
says the Dublin Independent. 

Among tbe mnnimeats of tbe corpora- 
tion are rolla of free citizens dating Imck 
to the twelfth century. Hy tbe niuncipal 
reform act, 1H40, which made provision 
for the enrollment of j)ers<)ns entitled 
thereto in respect of birth, servitude m 
marriage, it was prescribed that no 
person should be admitted by gift or 
purchase. In 1876 a bill to extead the 
privilegea of mundpal corporatlona in 
Ireland was introdiicefl in the House of 
Commons by Isaac Butt and Maurice 
Brooks. It receiveil the royal assent on 
August I'l, 187(1, and the act renders it 
lawful for tbe Council of any borough in 
Ireland to elect and admit pvsona to be 
honorary burgesses of tbe borough. 

The roll of the bonorsiy freedom of 
the dty of Dublin, as initiated after tbe 
passing of this act, is at present a limited 
but illustrious list of eighteen names. 
The first name inscribed on the roll is 
that of Isaac Butt, to whom, as tbe intro- 
ducer of the bill, the inception of the list 
IS dae. He recdved the freedom of 
the dty oa September 4, 1879. 

The next who was aelected for the 
honorary freedom of the dty was Glad- 
stone, and the grand old man icceiwed 
the compliment on Novetiil)er 1, 1877, 
during his visit to Dublin. 

The third name added, on December 
30, 1878. wee that of Oen. Ulysaea Grant, 
tbe famoos President of the United 
Ststes, who. aa everybody knows, waa of 
Irish descent. Copt. E. Potter, of the 
relief ship Constellation, rnite<l States 
navy, was the next recipient of the free- 
dom in recognition of American assist- 
ance for the relief of Irish distress, and 
bis name waa inacribed on the rolla on 
AprU M. 1880. 

Cbarka Stewart Pamell next recdved 
the dvil freedom, but a memorable ind- 
dent marked tbe first effort of the corpo- 
ration to honor tbe great Irish leader in 
this way. Sir George Moyers, who was 
then I<ord Mayor of Dublin, defeated by 
his casting vote the motion to confer the 
freedom of tbe dty on Pamell in 1881. 
On tbe very third day of the fdlowing 
year the motioa waa carried by an enor- 
mous majority. Sir George Moyers, as a 
result of his action in first defeating the 
proposal, was tbe last Conservative IvOrd 
Msyor of Dublin, the toleration of the 
Nationalists having been too sorely 
requited by his attitude to continue their 
former practice of alternately decting to 
the Mayoral chair one from the party 
which was opposed to them in politics. 
On the same occasion, when the cor]>ora- 
tion carried the point in conferring the 
freedom on Pamell, January 3, 1882, a 
similar honor was bs st oa e d on John 
Dillon. 

Ai^ttist 10, 1886, tbe freedom of tbk 
dty waa conferred on Kevin Izod O'Doh- 
etty, the '48 man, who suffered transpor- 
tation, who married "ICva" of the 
-Nation, and who represeiitetl Longford 
in Parliament. 

July 22. 1887, the Hon. PaUick A. 
Collins, Senator of the United SUtea, 
Preaident of tbe Irieb National League of 
America, aad tetdy United States Minis- 
ter in London, waa given tbe freedom of 
Dublin. On the same date William 
O'Brien, was presented with the freedom 
of tbe municipality. On December 10, 
1887, T. D. Sullivan was added to the 
roll of Dublin freemen for his services to 
the national cause, while on tbe 28th of 
tbe aame month Thomas Sexton recdved 
tbe same honor in recognition of his 
work in connection with the pasdng of 
the Dublin corporation stock acts. 

January 16, IH8H, the Marquis of Ri]Kin 
and tbe Right Hon. John Morley, on 
visiting Ireland, were honored with tbe 
freedom of Dublin iu recognition of 
their support of Gladstone in bia home 
rale propoaala. On Octubcr I of the 
same year bia Bminence Cardinal Moran, 
Archbishop of Sydney, formerly one of 
the Iriab Episcopate as Bishop of Ossory, 
received tbe civic freedom on his visit to 
bis niilive land. 

September 19, 188«, Lady Sandhurst, 
who was an active supporter of tbe Irish 
home rale movement, received the free- 
dom of the dty, and on tbe same date 
the Right Hon. James SUnsteld, M. P., 
was similary honored aa an advocate of 
Ireland's right to self-government. No 
further name was aildeil to the list uulil 
June M), 18112, whea advantage w^s taken 
of the celebration of tbe tercentenary of 
Trinity College to confer the highest 
bcflor that the corporation can bcatow on

The duration of the first session of tbe 
new Parliament depends mainly upon 
the adion of the Iriab party. A further 
split seems already threatened. Timothy 
Harrington, who brought about the re- 
cent reunion of thePamtlUtcannd anti- 
Paraellites, now unaccountablv appears 
as the champion of Hcaly factionism, 
denying the right of the party to exclude 
Ile.dy, but the universal feeling of the 
country, as expresserl through the tri- 
umphant United Iriab League, ia that if 
Healy is admitted to tbe party no money 
will l)e forthcoming for its support. 
Owing to the unexpected summoning of 
Parliament for December :!, the national 
convention of the I'nited Irish League 
for Decemt>er i has been upset and it is 
expected now that it will assemble one 
week before Parliament opens to formu> 
late an active policy for the party from 
the otttaet and give tbe m nada t e for the 
expulsion of Heely, who probably will 
carry four men with him. 

.\ map showing the present area of dis- 
turbance in the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State, published in the Westminster 
Gszette, is causing a painful diailluaion- 
ment reapecting the effediveness of the 
conquest claimed for Lord Roberts with 
his 200,000 men. 

The msp shows that since October 1 
the British forces have been attacked, 
with more or less serious loss, in every dis- 
trict throughout both the Statea, in addi- 
tion to several plaoea in the old Britiab 
coloniee. 

Aa Ma Hw UMg tbe extent of tbe Boer 
les o uw ea , as agsll aa tbe aaivcrsality of 

tbe determination to fight to tbe last, tbe 
map occasioned profound amazement and 
alarm here. It accounts for l<ortl Rol>ert's 
orders that no further Inxjps leave South 
Africa, and places in a very dubious light 
his assurancck that the war is over. 

The bnrden of all letters now coming 
from the scene of opsntions is that the 
only way to terminate the war ia by giv- 
ing a free hand to Lord Kitchener to 
exterminate the Hoers. The notion of a 
Boer acceptance of subjection has l)een 
abandoned by every one on the spot. 

Earl Roeslyn's sbject apology, under 
tbe strongest sodal prcssnte, dLneded by 
the Prince of Wales himsdf, for hinting 
that the T«ntta Hussars and tbe Life 
Guards ran away at Koornspruit haa not 
disposed of one of the ugliest inddents 
of tbe war. The Prince is bOOOrary 
Colonel of both regiments. 

Theefforta of the military authorities 
to ignore the conduct of the two regi- 
ments is attributed to the fact of thdr 
bdng officered exclusively by men high 
in social influence, and tbe favoritiam 
thus shown is exciting tbe greatest bit- 
terness in the other corps. 

.\ccording to tbe l)est authenticate*! ac- 
counts, when the force was ambushed an 
order was given to gallop, ao that the 
gnna which they were escorting should 
eecspe from the narrow defile. Once 
ontaide the defile tbe order was given to 
form up, but the escort galloped off ss 
fast as the horses could carry them, leaving 
the guns, four of which were captured by 
the Boers, This was the affair in which 
tbe Duke of Teck, the Duchess of York's 
brother, wss concerned. 

No official account or explanation of 
the diaaster waa ever made public and no 
inquiry was ever tnade by Lord Roberts 
respecting the circumstances nnder which 
the guns were lost. 

Maude Goune heads a delegation of 
Irish girls who are going to Marseilles to 
pay tribute to Paul Kruger. Asked 
wlietber she would deliver an address, 
Miss Gonne said: 

"I aball aimply say that tbe Britiaber*s 
crime sgainst tbe Boer race is the same 
he has committed against the Irish race. 
When the hour for reliellion COi^Ca our 
nations will rise together." 

Mrs.|Humphry Ward's tethCT, Thomas 
Arnold, a professor at tbe Royal Uni- 
versity, Ireland, has just died, sged 
seventy-ecvcn years. He was the second 
aon of tbe famons bead-master of Rugby 
and a younger brother of Matthew 
Arnold. 

He became a Catholic with Cardinal 
Newmau, who appointed him I'rofessor 
of the Dublin Catholic I'niversity, but 
subsequently he returned to the Pro- 
testint faith and held an Oxford Pro- 
fcssofsbip for twenty years. 

In 1877 he again became a Catbotic, In 
which faith he died. He was univetmlly 
beloved for his gentle nature and wide 
culture. Mrs. Humphry Ward waa his 
eldest child.

The fre(|uentlv recurrent rumor that 
the Right Rev. Alexan<Ier McGavick. 
Coadjutor Biabop of the Roman Catholic 
archdioceae of Chicago, intends to resign 
has again made its appearance. Thia 
time the .mnouncoinent is said lo have 
been made from Washington that Dr. 
Mcdavick has sent his demission to 
Rome. Ill health, which has always 
been asdgned aa the canae for his redg- 
nation, is at this time given as the reason 
for his allq^ed surrender of the prelacy. 

Hver aince be assumed the duties of 
assistant to the metropolitan of Chicago 
the voung hierarch has been afflicted 
with 11 nervous alTeclion that has ren- 
iJred him unequal to the performance of 
the arduous duties of his exacting posi- 
tion, and it is said that his friends and 
medical adviaera have freqnenUy urged 
him to retire, tbia time with success. 

Should Bishop McGsvick resign it is 
said to be the intention of the Catholic 
hierarchy to appoint in Chicago a bishop 
cum jure successionis, who, unlike 
Bishop McGavick, would have the right 
to succeed .Archbishop Feehaii iu the 
arebiepiscopacy. This step is said to be 
contemplated on account of Archbishop 
Feehsn's advandng age and the near 
prospect of bia retirement. Numerous 
priests of the archdiocese have been 
mentione<I in connection with the high 
honor and among tbein is Rev. I^dward 
M. Dui^ne, of the Guardian Angel Italian 
misdon in Forquer street. 

Father Dunne enjoys wide populsrity 
among the laity of Chicago and by rea> 
son- «f Ua de^ leaning, his tad and 
diatingntshad abUHy, hia admirers say,- 
he would be eminently qualiiled to 
become Bishop cum jure successionis. 
Not many years ago be was honored 
with the degree of doctor of divinity in 
Rome, where be studied for a long time. 

His familiarity with the lUlian tongne 
led to bis selection aa paator of tbe 
Guardian Angel miadon. which was 
started in 18!i8, and qow baa more than 
2,<KI0 communicants. 

Another clergyuiaii favor.ilily inention- 
e<l is Rev, James Callaghan, at present 
rector of St. Jerome's church in Rogers 
Park. Father Callaghan alao haa the 
advantage of youth and tbe esteem of 
thonssnds of Chicago Catbolica. He.ia 
one of the best esegetes of Catholic 
doctrine in the West and such are his 
abilities that be was strongly urged twp 
years ago for the Presidency of St. 
Mary's College iu Maryland. 

Dr. McGavick was consecrated titulsr 
Bishop of Marcopolis in paribus ipfide- 
lium May 1, 1K9». He ia thirty-nine 
years old and was bom ' at Fox Lake, 
111. Entering St. Viatenr's College at 
Kankakae, he was prepared and ordain- 
e<l for the pricsthmxl. He was appointe<l 
as.sistant to b'ather F. J. Dunne, now 
Bishop] of Dallas, at All-.Saints' church, 
where he remained for ten years, four of 
which were apent nnder Rev. J. C. Gil- 
lane, who auccecded Bishop Dunne in 
tbe pastorate. 

Dr. Gavick was then made rector of 
.St. John's church, succeetling the lament- 
ed Dr. Butler, the famous chaplain of 
the Twenty-third Illinois volunteers. 
Upon his accession to the bishopric he 
waa assigned to Holy Angels parish, 

Tbe reported resignation of Biabop Mc- 
Gavick cauaea another vacancy in the 
.American episcopste, aa the aee of Port- 
land, Me , which lost iU Bishop, Dr. 
James .-\. llealy, three months ago, still 
awaits an incumbent. It is said that the 
Roman authoritiea will probably fill this 
Utter vacancy at the approaching Papal 
consistory.

inPORTANT TB9T CASE. 

A suit has been filed in an Ohio 
court that is of importance to work- 
men and emptoycTS. The bane of 
the American workmen is imported 
contract labor, or, indeed, cheap 
and incompetent help employed in 
a way to escape the law of the land 
and the rules of labor oganizations 
as well. Not only is this labor an 
obstacle to the American workmen 
obtniniug end maintaining wages 
and otherwise improving their con- 
dition, but they are au annoyance 
and menace in many ways, as 
every American wlio works with 
them is fully aware. 

In the Ohio ca.se, the proprietors 
of an iron mill employed Hun- 
garian laborers because they were 
cheaper and mora easily managed 
to help the iron workers. In 
handling a pot of molten metal 
the order of the foreman to the 
Hungarian bborer was not under- 
stood, resulting in the up.setting of 
the molten metal and the serious 
injury of several workman. One 
of the injured workmen has filed 
suit for damages against the mill 
owners, basing his claim on the 
ground that the firm is liable be- 
cause the aoddcnt was due to the 
ignorance and incompetence of the 
help employed by the firm. . 



KRUQBR IN PRANCB. 



Oom Paul Kruger, President of 
the Tran.svaal, arrived in France 
and was everywhere greeted with 
ovations and honon likened to the 
reception of Napoleon I. on his re- 
turn from Ivlba in 18 15. The 
Knglish press intimate that the 
demoaslratioos indicate anti-Bng- 
lish feeling little short of an in- 
tended insult to Kn^land, while 
British officials are silent. But 
what does Prance care? In Prance, 
as in the United States, and indeed 
almost everywhere except in Eng- 
land, the popular sympathy is 
strongly for the Bqers. While the 
Oovernmeut officials, as in the 
United States on the occason of the 
visit of the Boer commissioners, 
must observe international mlea 
and restraints by avoiding formal 
recognition, the people are free to 
applaud and honor whom they 
please. The hint of the English 
presit that the British Oovemment 
will express to the French Oovem- 
ment its disapproval of the recep- 
tion accorded to Kruger will hardly 
be taken up, as Bnglaod has al- 
ready been snubbed several times 
for presuming to dictate to other 
governments in such matters— the 
United States, for instance. 



lish manufacturers are alarmed at 
the prospect of the American ob- 
taining the contract for millions. 
The London suburban and under- 
ground railways have accepted bids 
for improvements and changes 
amounting to $35,000,000. The 
Westinghouse Company of Pitts- 
burg has put in the lowest bid, 
agreeing to supply American im- 
profTements, guaranteeing greater 
convenience, saving of running 
cost and time in the transit.

YANKEE AUDACITY. 

London is agog over the audacity 
of American bidders, and aU iing- 



Hon. ThMMV WaUace Russell, 

Parliamentary Secretary for the 
British Ministry, recently re-elected 
as a Liberal to Parliament from the 
South division of the County 
Tyrone, has resigned the Secretary- 
ship to advocate the bill in Parlia- 
ment for the compulsory sale of 
land in Ireland— the abolition of 
landlordism. In an address he de- 
clares his purpose to attack the 
Government on this question and 
continue the fight tfll wen.' He 
will undoubtedly have the support 
of many of the heretofore Govern- 
ment advocates from the north of 
Ireland, as the Ulster farmen' 
organizations have favored this solu- 
tion of the land ([uestion for years, 
and as it strikes at the root of the 
Irish question it may furnish the 
one issue of all othera on which all 
factions of Irish representatives will 
unite, besides appealing to the 
support of Sootdi and rural Bng- 
lish tenantry who suffer from the 
same unjust and op pr es si ve griev 
ance of landlordism. 

Mr. Russell has certainly struck 
the key to the solution of the land 
problem in Ireland in a manner 
that can not be evaded; that must 
be considered on its merits, with no 
side issues involved, and if adopted 
will be effectively and promptly 
enforced. Of course, while the 
word "sale" is used, Mr. Russell 
does not mean ownefiship of the 
land — there being no such thing in 
any country outside the United 
States — but the title to the land, 
its use and control direct from the 
Government without a landlord 
class, as in Holland, France and 
Switzerland — as near ownership of 
the land as it is postible to hope for 
under the prevailing systems in that 
country. The evil, the greatest 
burden and oppression of the Irish 
people is the landlord system, the 
saddling of a privileged class, who 
control the land for a tithe to the 
Government, and by rental exact 
this and an unlimited surplus for 
themselves from the people, in 
whom they not only have no inter 
est, but whose interests they natur- 
ally oppose and resist. The land- 
lord in Ireland is but the agent of 
the Government, the real owner of 
the land, and the rent agents, the 
Lx>ustabulary and the other numer- 
otis adjuncts of the system are but 
the minions of the agent- -for all of 
which the actual tenants of the land, 
the people, must pay. Besides the 
payment of this heavy tax and rent 
which huriit ns the pc<^le, they are 
by the very nature of this system 
virtually though unwilling sieves to 
lllm^ landlord, because kept poor by 



exactions, restrained by regulations 
and in spite of everything depend- 
ent on the landlord for the land that 
produces their sustenance and the 
roof that shelters them. Not only 
is it this wholly unprotected condi- 
tion of the people and their almost 
total subserviency to the landlord 
element that renders the Irish land 
system so odious and unjust, but to 
this must be added the fact that the i 
landlords are nearly all only nom- 
inally Irish aliens really, who spend 
the money wrung from the people 
in Bttgland and other ootutrics, and 
in too many instances the Shyl(x.ks 
of London are the beneficiaries 
who ntSIf cofltral tad pocket the 
incomes from Irish land. 

Mr. Russell's proposition can not 
be assailed as dishonorable, unjust 
or socialistic; he does not advocate 
seizure or confiscation, but that the 
title to the lands should be sold, the 
holders lie paid, and that the people, 
even the humblest, shall have the 
privilege of buying and being pro- 
tected in their holdings — dealing 
directly with, paying to and pro- 
tected by the Government, the 
actual owner of the land, diqiensiug 
with the middleman and his hire- 
lings and hangers-on. Such a policy 
will not only be a boon and great 
redress to the people, but nndoubt' 
ediy will result not only in peace 
and prosperity in Ireland, relieving 
the Government of expense and 
trouble caused by upholding and 
enforcing hwdlord demands, but 
will certainly yield the Government 
a larger revenue from the land. 

Mr. Russell will, however, have 
a long and bitter fight, and indeed 
seems to expect and be prepared for 
it, before this great reform can be 
achieved. Not only the landlord 
element of Irdand and theur horde 
of attaches, but the landlords of 
Great Britain as well, who dread 
such an innovation, and the money 
lenden of I«oodon who ate natur- 
ally loath to giv% up such a source 
of revenue as the Irish landlord, 
will oppose this just measure. 
Then the anti-Irish, sentiment in- 
herent in all Englishmen and the 
fear of the Government to yield 
anything that may tend to unite, 
strengthen or even benefit the Irish 
peofde — like the gtiilty criminal, 
fearful lest Ireland will, if possible, 
seek retribution for past wrongs, or 
worse and what England most 
dreads, strive to shake off the Saxon 
yoke — must also be met. 

Mr. Russell has undertaken a 
herculean task, but il is neverthe- 
less the only solution of Irdand s 
woes and wrongs. Great and unex- 
pected things are happening in this 
age, on the threshhold of a new 
century, so gloomy in its outlook 
for Eng land. 

The Boen do not seem to realize 

that the war is over, despite the 
Koglish proclamations and Butcher 
Kitchener's barbarous can paign of 
fire, blood and ^pine — houses 
being burned, farms and towns 
sacked, women and children driven 
to the wilds or crowded into garri- 
soned poets. This course, instead 
of intimidating the Boers, seems to 
have aroused them to new action, 
and instead of roving bands in iso- 
lated districts. Gens. Dewct. Botha, 
Oelarey and others are attacking 
British positious, breaking lines of 
communication and have penetrated 
the Orange Free State even south 
of Bloemfontein, capturing sup- 
plies, arms and prisoners. Their 
force is believed to be at least 
10,000 and increasing as they ad- 
vance. In striking contrast to 
Kitchener's barbarity, the British 
soldiers captured are disarmed, 
escorted to the British lines and 
released. In England then is 
alarm over the Boer situation and 
troops recently returned have been 
ordered back to Africa.

On the spot where St. Peter had been 
crucified, in the year ninety, Anacietus, 
Bishop of Rome, erected an oratory. In 
the year 306 CotMUntinc the Great built 
a tMatlica on the «ne epot. In 1460 
Pope Nicboki V. coiumeBCed a new 
building in the pUoe of OoiMUatine'a, 
which with changes waa conthined till it 
waa dedicated in 1 826 — a period of con- 
struction of 17") years. During this long 
period forty-three Sovereign Pontiffs had 
sat upon the ihrone of St. Peter auper- 
intending the construction of the cathe- 
dral chwch of the worid. 

The eeetral cathedral of Chriatendom 
ia to enoiiaon% ao far bcjrond any famil- 
inr proportions that at firat light all de- 
tails are lost upon its front. The mind 
and judginenl are dii/cil iin.l sta^jgercil. 
The earth should not l>e al>le to l>ear such 
weight upon its crust without cracking 
and bending like an overloaded table. 
On each aide the cotonnadaa ma cwvlag 
oat like giant anna, alwajra opes lo re- 
oelTe the nations that go np there to wor- 
ship. The dome broods over all, like a 
,giant's head motionless in meditation. 

The vastne.'isof the structure takes hold 
ol one as he uears tlie subject. In the 
open space in the square and in the 
ellipae between the colonnades and the 
atepa two hundred thonaand men coald 
be drawn up in rank and file, horse and 
foot and guns. Taken altogether the 
picture is too bij; for convenient sight. 
The inipre.vsion itself moves unwi^ldly in 
the cramped braiu. A buil<ling almost 
five hundred feet high produces a mou- 
shroas effect tipon the mind. Set down 
in words a oeacription of it oonvejra no 
clear couoeption; aeen for the fint' time 
the impression produced by it can not be 
out into language. 

Thirty years after the death of St. 
Peter, who was crucified on the spot 
where stands the sacred edifice, Anacie- 
tus built a little oratory, a very small 
chapel, la which but three or four per- 
sona could kneel and pray over the grave. 
This was the beginning. Anacietus and 
the Biahops till the time of Bntychianna 
died for the faith and nothing wts done 
till the time of Coustantine. 

This great emperor caused to he built 
a church which was consecrated by Pope 
Sylveatcr I., in the year 326. Ages 
dipped along tiU 1460, wb«i Pope Nicho- 
ka v. called Albeiti and the great Bra- 
mante. Nicholas made the first plan 
and his succes.sor, Julius II., laid the first 
stone of the present basilica. The plan 
was changed many times and it was not 
until the year that Urban VIII. con- 
secreted what we now call the Church of 
St. Peter. 

Fear hoora before the pilgrim or the 

tourist reaches the Eternal City he sees 
the great dome rising into the blue; when 
he reaches his journey's end it towers 
above the roof.s and 1>clfries and minor 
domes, reminding him of Coleridge's 
great line on Mount Blanc. 

When he eaters the mighty Pantheon 
— 4lw aadcat temple of all the gods, 
ataadiog ia perfect preaarvition today 
after the lapae <rf more than two thousand 
years — be ia told, snd traly, that in de- 
signing St. Peter's dome Michael Angelo's 
genius bad seized this marvel of pagan 
arcbitecturt;, lifted it two bundrtd feet 
in the air and set it as a crown upon the 
Cathedral of the Christian church; when 
he croaaai the btldgeof St Aagelo, paaocs 
Hadrian's maoaoleam and down the 
silent street of Santo Spiriter, all hia read- 
ing and all hia imagination leave him 
unprepared for the magnificaaoe of the 
vision that bursts upon hini. 

He stands in the great piazza of St. 
PeterV Bernini's great colonnade opeaa 
oat before him on either side, ea the 
right and left are two gloriona fountains 
•hooting skyward their torrents of spray 
throogh which the sun shines in pris- 
matic hues, in the center is the mightiest 
obelisk that the Pharaohs ever raised, be- 
fore which the pious Roman lifts his bat 
in veneration for the relic of the true 
erase by which it ia surmounted — and be- 
hiad them all la the great front of 8t 
Peter's, the mightiest and most imposing 
stnictnre ever raised by man. 

Every pillar supporting the archmi- 
trave might, if hollowed out, conceal a 
small army of men. The vestibule ia a 
vast hall nearly 400 feet, long and it is 
recorde<l that visitors have seen it and 
departed thinking they had aeen St. 
PMw'a. But opposite the eHerior en 
trance, be t ween the pillars of the vesti- 
bule, are two mighty doors of bronte, 
taken from the old St Peter's and ex- 
quisitely worked by Christian artists 
when Christian art was in its heyday. 

"Hnter; its grandeur overwhelms thee 
not." It is strange, amazing — almost 
diMppointing. Thia is not the St. Peter's 
you looked for. Here are ao glories of 
stained glass; nothing of the vcnerable- 
ness at sge of the "dim religious light" 
of Gothic temples, nothing to impress 
you with a sense of vastness. The Bal- 
dacc.hino over the Baecilican altar under 
the dome looks small. Von have a gen. 
eral sense of briKhtnesa, of sunshine, of 
solidity. Vou take in at a gisnce the 
arched roof in white and gold over your 
bead, the marble floor at your feet, the 
van-colored walls on either aide, the 
r in the apae; there is « 
ig, but it ia music "dis-

Magistrates for the borough of Belfast 
has been made by the Lord Lieutenant, 
who haa appointed to the commiasion of 
the peace for the city six military officers 
on the active army list stationed in the 
Belfast command.

The deceased 
has been identified as Uaunah Clarke, of 
167 Nelaon street, Belfast 

The dead body of a young man was 
found in Henry Uuinn's mill dam on Fri- 
day at Carginagh, near Kilkeel. It ap- 
pears a young man named White, of 
Ballinran, was to be marriea three weeks 
ago, and the night before tbe wedding he 
left home and had aotboM heard of since 
until his dead body was found as above 
described. Deceased uras about twenty- 
five years of age and well liked in the 
district. It is not known as yet bow de- 
ceascil ^ot into the water, but he may 
have accidentally fallen into it in the 
dark. Much sympathy is felt for his 
widowed mother, as the deceased was 
nearly her whole support.
